HEROES OF THE SEA 


The story of the sinking of a grain 
steamer in Hudson Straits after collision 
with an iceberg is the story of the bravery of 
the wireless operator who stuck to his key- 
board, sending out S. O. S. signals, until the 
lust minute, while the ship was sinking in 
the icy waters beneath him. 

The stor yrecalls the sinking of a freight 
steamer some ten years ago. The ship was 
battered by terrific storms, and signals for 
help were flashed into the ether when the 
‘aptain saw th ship could not ride out the 
storm. The wireless operator, in the very 
face of death, gave qa graphic and jocular 
account, through the keyboard of his in- 
struments, of the tragedy that was unfolding 
itself on board his ship. 

“Th ecook is preparing sandwiches just 
like we were going on a picnic,’’ was the 
message sent out in sharp dots and dashes 
from the wireless room of the sinking vessel 
when preparations were being made _ to 
abandon ship. Later, when the ship was 
rapidly filling with water: “The old wagon 
has a list like a run-down heel,’”’ And finally, 
“Everybody is getting into the lifeboats; so 
long.” 

Such light-hearted bravery in the face 
of impending doom, such loyalty to duty, is 
deserving of the highest praise. The wire- 
less operators of the merchant marine have 
shown themselves to be real heroes of the 
sea.

Garland’s. criticism of. the banks’. 


os ae ing Systém is apparently mis- 


understood by the Hanna Herald. The 
Hanna paper recently criticized Mr. Garland 
for statements he made concerning banks 
and banking when the Bow River M. P. 
gave an address on this subject to the mem- 
bers of the Bassano Board of Trade. 

The Hanna Herald editorial was re- 
printed in the Calgary Herald. It is most 
unfortunate that the editorial received such 
wide publicity, for it is not fair to Mr. 
Garland and gives the reader a wrong con- 
ception of Mr. Garland’s views, and a 
wrong impression of the statements Mr. 
Garland made in Bassano. 

The Hanna Herald says, in part: 

“The fiery Irish farmer member of 
the federal government raked _ the 
banks and the banking system of this 
Dominion fore and aft in grand style. 
He condemned them as being respon- 
sible for the present economic position 
of Canada and for being the virtual 
rulers of this country. While Canadian 
banks have a long way to go _ before 
they are perfect institutions, and while 
we would like to see certain reforms 
made in our banking laws, we believe 
Mr. Garland went too far in holding 
them responsible for the present de- 
pression in Canada.” 

While he did condemn the banking sys- 
tem of Canada, Mr. Garland certainly did 
not accuse the Canadian banks of being re- 
sponsible for the depression in Canada, re- 
gardless of what was taking place in other 
countries. What he did say was that the 
banks of this and other countries were 
primarily responsible for the depression; 
that the banking interests had become so 
powerful, not only in this country but in 
other countries, that they were dictating the 
policies of governments and dominating the 
people; 
and lower price levels by controlling credit, 
thus controlling prosperity. 

Mr. Garland was not propounding a new 
theory. He explained that he was merely 
endorsing the beliefs of prominent econo- 
mists and financial men of Great Britain and 
Canada, and in support of his contentions he 
gave an imposing array of quotations and 
statements made by these men and widely 
published. 

Ever the veriest tyro of economics 
would not be so narrow-minded as to accuse 
the Canadian banks of being entirely re- 
sponsible for the depression in Canada. Any- 
one who-has given thought and study to the 
situation will realize that the depressien

SAYS HIGH TARIFFS TO BLAME FOR HIGH 
COST OF LIVING IN CANADA : 

CALGARY, Oct. 4—‘During the past three years 
we have @xported less of our goods to Canada. than 
for many years before, and this is due to a great ex- 
tent to conditions in the Dominion and to your 
ridiculous tariff policies,” said H. Morris, export 
manager for J. and N. Phillips and Company, one of 
the oldest and largest textile manufacturers in Man- 
chester, England. Mr, Morris, reached Calgary Mon- 
day. 

‘If your wheat belts are down,” he continued, 
“the whole of Canada is down and all the twopenny- 
halfpenny manufacturers of eastern Canada cannot 
alter the situation.

In determining boundaries, of 
necessity some of the less fortunate 
units would be grouped with the 
better class areas, necessitating a 
policy of equalization. It is  pro- 
posed that if and when the enlarged 
areas are formed, the new councils 
will be required to examine the 
surpluses and deficits of each in- 
cluded area, and report to afi exist- 
ing board or a board specially set 
up for the purpose of determining 
how the surpluses or deficits shall 
be dealt with. The thought at the 
bottom is to preserve the uniform 
rate of taxation, with the probabil- 
ity of relieving the areas which have 
surpluses, and gurcharging the areas 
with deficits. Authority would be 
given to apply varying rates spread 
over a period of years to be deter- 
mined by such board go that equali- 
zation can be brought about with po 
undue hardship to any particular 
area. 


Following. discussions which have 
taken place on the proposal, a new 
map has been prepared showing the 
Proposed grouping of municipal 
districts, and this map will be made 
available to the public within the 
next two or three weeks. The map 
is of course tentative and may be 
altered if public discussion shows 
it to be in the best interests of all 
concerned.
